As a result of the stiack the old man has 
a freah fracture of the skuil, two ribs are 
broken and his face and body are covered 
with bruises, 

No arrests were made, and it is probabie 
there wil be no prosecution.

The aged Mr. Smith is an odd character.

Miss Bafton Will Undertake the Re- 
lief of Suffering Cubans. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—The following let- 
ter has been sent by Miss Clara Barton of 
the Red Cross to President McKinley: 

‘While we have received no official ad- 
vices it appears, according to recent news- 
paper dispatches that in addition to Matan- 
zas four other ports have been declared 
open to the introduction, free of duty, of 
supplies for the relief of the reconcentradoes 
and others in Cuba who are eutering from 
lack of food and other necessities of life. 

“If it is true that_ail customs restrictions 
have been removed and relief provisions are 
now freely admitted, we presume _ the 
American people expect that the work of 
general relief will be resumed. The Red 
<‘ross, however, having originally entered 
upon the fleld at the request of the Govern- 
ment, desires to be guided in its action by 
the wishes of the Government, to refrain 
from taking any steps that q@ill interfere 
with the policy the Government may have 
decided upon with respect to the continu- 
ance of relief in Cuba. * 

“If, with the cessation of hostilities be- 
tween the United States and Spain it is 
now the intention of the Government to 
take charge of the distribution in Cuba 
and complete the work of relief, it would 
perhaps be best that the Red Cross retire 
trom the field, lest by remaining it might 
cause some embarrassment. On the ot ler 
hand, if it is desired that the Red Cross 
continue it will, of course, be necessary 
to make adequate preparation. We would 
therefore respectfully gsk that we may be 
informed concerning ¢t wishes of the Gov- 
ernment in the matter.

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A GREAT ILLUMINATION. 

There is abundant evidence that the President and other 
Republican leaders are seriously contemplating a new de- 
parture which may involve a radical change of party policy. 

Their minds seem to be bent upon an extension of foreign 
commerce. The Bureaus of Foreign Commerce and American 
Republics are unusually active and the State Department is 
taking unwonted interest in commercial affairs. In an ad- 
ministration organ we are told that the department will do 
all it can “to vpen up new cOmmercial fields to the producers 
and manufacturers of this country.” 

If the illumination Indicated by this comes from the war 
then the war wae a good investment. For more than a gen- 
eration the American people have been shut up in a stifling 
atmosphere of economic dullness in which a breath of the 
fresh air of intelligence is never felt. But the turn in the 
lane seems to be in sight. What could not be learned through 
reason and cold common sense seems to be revealed in the 
excitement of war. 
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The Pullman company has a city for sale and will go out 
of the business of government in connection with car man- 
ufacturing. The expansion idea does not apply to corpora- 
tions with but one charter, all-absorbing as their tendency 
may be and however great their disregard of law. 


A VICTORY FOR THE LADIES. 


The Court of Appeals at Washington, D. C., has decided 
that a woman may get off a street car with her back to the 
direction in which the car is going or in any other way she 
pleases. 

This is a triumph for the ladies, as they have always looked 
upon it as thelr pecullar privilege to step off street cars in 
such a way that they invariably risk their necks. 

The Washington court says a woman need not even grasp 
the handbars. She can alight exactly as if the car step were 
her own front door stoop, or as if the car were rooted to the 
ground for all time to come. 

Now let men who are proud of their ability to get off cars 
safely and scientifically keep silence. The act of getting off 
a car backwards has been legalized and surely what is legal 
can't be foolish. 
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Gen. Greely secms to think that he did it with his balloon. 
It might be well to adopt this view. It would stop the row 
between army officers over the credit and discredit of the 
Santiago campaign. 
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CUBAN DOUBT. 


The Cuban Assembly, composed entirely of military dele- 
gates and presided over by Gen. Garcia, wants “some assur- 
ance from President McKinley that he intends to observe 
the resolutions of the United States Congress regarding the 
absolute freedom of Cuba.” 

This is a curious and puzzling declaration. It argues a 
plentiful lack of understanding of American character. The 
question of the relations of Cuba and the United States is 
‘not one which the people will allow politicians or syndicates 
to play with, notwithstanding the distracting interests which 
have complicated the political question. Since the war began 
one thing has hecome certain—that the people of the United 
States knew what they went to war to obtain and will not 
forget it. Their object was Cuban independence. This is the 
essence of the Spanish war. Other results are important, but 
accidental with reference to this. 

If Cuba ever becomes a part of the United States it will 
be by free will of the Cubans themselves. No matter how 
strong the annexation sentiment in interested quarters, the 
United States will not forget their pledge. 
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President Fink of the Norfolk @ Western Railroad rays 
that the roads “will now have to shape their organizations 
to fit the law.” In other words, they will have to get the 
trust a new sult of clothes more acceptable to the courts. 
The old idea will bob up in another form.

EXIT PULLMAN. 


Even if the town of Pullman, as a corporation town, had 
no unsavory record, the American people have cause to re- 
joloe that the lilinols Bupreme Court hag declared its exist- 
ence to be lilegal. The court said that by unauthorized acts 
the corporation has assumed and exercised powers and func- 
tions, Which tho general law of the State contemplates shall 
be possessed and exercised only by municipal authorities. 

It is to be hoped that the decision will discourage, if not 
make impossible, the bullding of corporation towns and cities. 
They are unamerican and their existence to any great extent 
would be a menace to American institutions. 

In one of his romances Jules Verne drew a graphic pic- 
ture of a greet corporation city, which he located in the 
western region of the United States, and which grew so strong 
that it became a fortified place and made war on its own 
account It ia evident that such @ picture would not be out 
of the realm of possible roalization if pothing were done to 
curb the encroachments of giant corporations. We might 
have a great Sugar Trust city, a Standard Oil city, a Fed- 
eral Steel Trust city and other municipal monstrosities. 

. The Pullman decision ought to convince students ef Amer- 
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growth is to be governed by law and common’ sense. 
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Mayor Ziegenhein is hardly weak enough to be misled by 
the plea that a franchise bill, whatever its character may be, 
should be approved in order to give employment to labor. 
If this argument were conclusive every job, no matter how 
dishonest or outrageous, should be passed and approved. La- 
bor should have employment, but not through the robbery 
of the city or the sacrifice of the rights and interests of the 
people of whom the laborers are a part. 
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EPIC MEN. 


Gen.. Kitchener is a fortunate hero. Like Wolfe and Clive 
and Dewey he is the central figure in a crisis of history, a 
turning point of time. 

Such men are remembered as a part of the events they 
make. Wolfe will be remembered because he is identified 
with the final overthrow of France in the struggle with En- 
gland for colonial supremacy and a world-wide empire; Clive 
is the source of British dominion in India; Dewey's place 
and significance in the drama of history have not yet been 
fixed, but it is safe to say that he will be the most central 
figure in what promises to be an era in the world’s history; 
and as Clive settled once for all that England should rule 
India, so Kitchener has secured the half, if not the whole, of 
the African continent to the Anglo-Saxon. 

These heroes do not continue old movements. They initiate 
new ones. They are original forces representing and em- 
bodying new forces in their nations. Such men are naturally 
invested with 2 romantic haze. They are epic men; and while 
not greater perhaps than many others, their good fortune 
is to be remenibered when their equals are forgotten. 
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There are 156 trusts now in é@xistence in the United States, 
with a capital of $2,000,000,000. If the Sherman anti-trust 
law is constitutional it should be enforced against these as 
well as against railroad. combines. Attorney-General Griggs 
has plenty of work before him. 
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Whatever may be the justice of the case in which Judge 
Murphy has imposed a fine of $1000 for wife abandonment, 
the idea of heavy punishment for deserters of wives will be 
approved. The husband who abandons an honest wife de- 
serves to suffer wa severe penalty. 


The word Sirdar, which is one of Gen. Kitchener’s titles, 
means chief, or headman. It may have been given him by 
the Egyptians if the English did not put it on him in order 
that the Egyptians might the better understand his authority. 
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Gen. Fitzhugh Lee finds the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
clation a good thing to have near the army. A knowledge of 
religion does not, perhaps, impair the aim of the American 
soldier, and it may help to keep him healthy. 
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“The extension of American trade is now one of the pet 
desires of the President,” says one of his organs. It would be 
sad if Mr. McKinley were tu begin a second presidential term 
as a free trader. 


The Cubans must not think that Mark Hanna is a repre- 
sentative American. He may want to finance and syndicate 
Cuba, but the American people have no such design.

VAGRANT CURRENTS 
FROM TROLLEY WIRES.

NDW YORK, Oct. 27.—A. A. Knudsen 
read a paper before the last meeting of the 
Amer:can Institute of Electric Engineers 
on vagrant electric currents and the vast 
amount of damage that may be inflicted by 
them on all metallic structures in whole or 
in part ef a subterranean character. 

Mr. Knudsen showed as the results of 
exhaustive tests made by him that the 
escape of the electrical current from over- 
head trolleys exercised a damaging influ- 
ence on the elevated structure and the sys- 
tem of water-pipes in 
the city. 
ist in every large ctty in the country. He 
also showed that currents escaping from 
trolley lines tn Brooklyn found their way 
into all the lower section of New York, af- 
fecting by electrolysis not only the pillars 
of the elevated roads, but possibly the 
very anchorage of the bride itself. He rec- 
ommends that legislation be taken to check 
the danger, ere ian | that unless regula- 
tions were adopted the life of public prop- 
erty would be greatiy shortened. 

Dealing with the results of electrolytic 
action on the terminal 
system, it was found that a large amount 
of metal had been removed by electrolysis, 
the bottom of the rails having been cut 
down to knife edges for severai feet back 
of the ends. It was also found that in 
many instances the tie rods and cross 
rods, which keep the rails in position, had 
been eaten entirely through. In 
one of the most remarkable of his discov- 
eries Mr. Knudsen said: “Coming down the 
west side of the city I was surprised to en- 
counter a full-fledged trolley current in the 
extreme lower part of the city.

THE SUICIDE SENT TO NUMIS- 
MATIST EVERYWHERE. 


THE CZAR’S AMBASSADOR 
DEEPLY INTERESTED. 


The Best Detective Skill Has Failed to 
Obtain a Hint of the Un- 
known’s Identity. 


OMAHA, Neb., Oct. 27.—~Omahe’s suicide 
mystery is unsolved. The Russian Govern- 
ment, through its ambassador at Washing- 
ton, has commissioned the Pinkerton 
agency to ferret out the identity of the 
man who killed himself in the Public

investigate the case in every phase. Photo- 
Braphs of the face were taken by the 
city detectives to all hotels in Omaha and 
to all boarding houses in the hope of locat- 
ing his place of residence. but to 
no purpose, The man must have 
come 
ing trains and gone straight to the building 
where he met such a tragic end a few 
hours later. Of course, he must have pre- 
viously familiarized himself with the rooms 
of the Reed exhibit and prepared for the 
desperate work that he had cut out for 
himself. These photographs by the dozen 
were sent to all other large cities with the 
hope of making further discoveries relating 
to the case. Pinkerton’s man admitted that 
to him it looked as if a numismatist of con- 
siderable reputation had met death, and 
along this line the police are still working. 

In the meantime tce photographs of the 
dead face are being sent to every numis- 
matist in the worid in the belief that in 
this way at least something may be learned 
to throw light on the case. 


The watchman of the library was awak- 
ened early in the morning by the violent 
sounding of the burglar alarm of the build- 
ing. The disturbance evidently originated 
in the room devoted to the Reed collection. 
It was nearly daylight and the watchman 
rushed to the scene of the trouble, thinking 
not of burglars, however, so much as of 
fire, as he feared a blaze had caused the 
alarms to sound. As he approached the 
door to the Reed collection a man ran out 
and intoa blind wing, from which he could 
not escape. As the watchman rushed in 
on him the man drew a revolver from his 
coat and turned the weapon against his 
temple, fired. The next moment the life- 
less body fell at the watchman’s feet. 

It was several hours before the watchman 
realized that he had driven to his death 
more than an ordinary burglar, though 
he expressed surprise at the time that no 
greater effort was made by the guicide, 
who was so anxious to avoid arrest as to 
take his own life.. 

The source of surprise was the evident 
refinement of the burglar. His clothes were 
of broadcloth of the latest pattern, evident- 
ly of foreign make; his hands were small 
and soft and the cut of the beard showed 
the greatest care, and the face of the 
corpse was that of a man of ease and lux- 
ury. The Reed collection evidently was the 
object of the burglar’s visit, for one of 
the cases showed the marks of a chisel and 
the tool was fund near by. 

When the police were called in the only 
thing to be found in the pockets was a 
small map of Russia in the inside pockes 
of the vest; this is believed to have been 
overlooked by the man before he went on 
the mission that ended so tragically.
